LRISH GOVERNMENT. 


Reform Association Proposes a Finan- 
cial Council and Statutory Body of 
Parliamentarians.

LONDON, Sept. 25.—[By Atlantic 
C°ble.; The report of the committee 
on the organiza‘ion of the Irish Re- 
fo.m Association, which was ddopted 
at-a meeting presided over by Lord 
Dunraven, at Dublin Friday, was is- 
sued tonight. The report outlines an 
important scheme f or evolution of 
Irish government in_finance and local 
business. 

it suggests the oonstitution of an 
Irish Financial Council, composed of 
twen‘y-four members, under tiie pres- 
idency of the Lord Lieutenant, with 
the Chief Secretary for Ireland as 
vice-president, twelve members to be 
elected by groups of existing parlia- 
méntary constituencies and twelve to 
be nominated by the Crown, one-third 
ot the members to retire every three 
years. The functions of the council 
wiil be to administer the $30,000,000 
expended annually on Irish service, 
Parliament, however, retaining a con- 
trolling power, enabling the House of 
Commons to reverse the council's de- 
cisions.

Shifty Sage of Esopus Shows by Letter of Accept- 
ance That He Inspires the Attacks on the President. 
Will Revoke Pension Law—Denounces Method of Se- 
curing Canal, but Says go Ahead. ;

EW YORK, Sept. 25.—The letter 

of acceptance of Alton B. Parker 

was relersed today for publication. 
It is as follows: 

To the Hon. Champ Clark and oth- 
ers, committee, etc. 

Gentlemen: In response to your 
committee, at the formal! notification 
proceedings, I referred to some mat- 
ters not mentioned in this letter. I 
desire that these be considered as in- 
corporated here, and regret that lack 
of space prevents specific reference to 
them all. | wish here, however, again 
to refer to my views there expressed 
as to the gold standard, to declare 
again my unqualified belief in said 
standard, and to express my apprecia- 
tion of the action of the convention 
in reply to my communication upon 
that subject. 

Grave public questions are pressing 
for decision. The Democratic party ap- 
peals to the people with confidence that 
its position on these questions will be 
accepted and endorsed at the polls. 
While the issues involved are numer- 
ous, some stand forth preéminent in ife 
public mind. Among those are tariff 
imperialism, economical administration 


pand honesty in the public service. I 


shall briefly consider these and some 

others within the necessarily pre 

scribed limits of this letter. 
IMPERIALISM. 

While | presented my views at the 
notifleation proceedings concerning this 
vital issue, the overshadowing impor- 
tance of the question compels me to 
refer to it again. The issue is often- 
times referred to ag epnstitutiondlism 
vs. imperialism. If wa would retain our 
liberties and constityfona) rights unim- 

we cannot mit or tolerate, 

at any time of for any purpose, the 

arrogation of unconstitutional powers 

by the executive branch of our govern- 

ment. We should be ever mindful of 

the words of Webster, “Liberty is only 

to be preserved by maintaining con- 

stitutiona! restraints and just divisioas 
of political powers.” 

Already the national government has 
become centralized beyond any point 
contemplated or imagined by the fram- 
ers of the Constitution. How  tre- 
mendously all tpie has added to the 
power of the President. It has devel- 
oped from year to year, until! it almost 
equals that of many monarchs. While 
the growth of our country and the 
magnitude of interstate interests ma) 
seem to furnish a plausible reason for 
the centralization of power, yet these 
same facts afford the most potent 
reason why the Executive should not 
be permitted to encroach upon the 
other départments of the government 
and assume legislative or other powers 
not expressly conferred by the Consti- 
tution. 

The magnitude of the country and 
its diversity of interests and popula- 
tion would enable a determined, am- 
bitious and able Executive. unmindiul 
of constitutional Mmitatiogs, and fired 
with lust of power, to go far in the 
usurpation of authority and the az- 
grandizement of personal power before 
the situation could be fully appreciated 
or the people aroused. 

The issue of imperialism which has 
been thrust upon the country involves 
a decision whether the laws of the 


land or the rule of individual 
caprice shall govern. The  prin- 
ciple of imperialism may = give 


rise to brilliant, startling, dashing re- 
éults, but the principle of Democracy 
holds in check the brilllant Executive 
and subjects him to the sober, con- 
servative control of the people. 

The people of the United States stand 
at the parting of the ways. Shall we 
follow. the footsteps of our fathers 
along the paths of peace, prosperity 
and contentment, guided by the ever- 
living spirit of the Constitution which 
they framed for us, or shall we go 
along other and-untried paths, hitherto 
shunned by all, following blindly new 
ideals, which, though appealing with 
brilliancy to the imagination and am- 
bition, may prove a will-o’-the-wisp, 
leading us into difficulties from which 
it may be impossible to extricate our- 
selves without lasting injury to our 
national chardcter and institutions? 

THE TARIFF AND TRUSTS. 

Tariff reform is one of the cardinal 
principles of the Democratic faith, and 
the necessity for it was never greater 
than at the present time. It should be 
undertaken at once in the interest of 
ali our people. The Dingley tariff is 
excessive in many of its rates, and, as 
to them at least, unjustly and oppres- 
sively burdens the people. It secures 
to domestic manufactures, singly or 
in combination, the privilege of exact- 
ing excessive prices at home and prices 
far above the level of sales made reg- 
ularly by them abroad with profit, thus 
giving a bounty to foreigners at ihe 


expense of our own people.

ple genera ly, 


taxation burdens the peo- 
lorcing them to pay ex- 


cessive prices for food, fuel, clothiag 
aud other necessaries of life. It levies 
duties on many articies vot sormally 
Imported in any considerable amount, 
which are made extensively at bome, 
for which the most extreme protection- 
ist would hardly justify protective 
taxes, and which In large amounts are 
exported. Such duties have been and 
will continue to be a direct incentive 
to the formation of huge imdustrial 
combinations which, secure from for- 
eign competition, are enabled to stifle 
domestic competition and practically 
to monopolize the home market 

It contains many duties imposed for 
the express purpose only, as was 
openly avowed, of furnishing a besis 
fér reduction by means of reciprocal 
trade treaties, which the Republican 
administration implied, or at least 
promised to negotiate. Having on this 
promise, spurred on by protected in- 
terests, defeated the treaties negotiated 
by the Executive now these same 
interests cling to the benefit of these 
duties which the people never intended 
they should have, and to which they 
have no moral right. 

Even now the argument most fre- 
quently urged in behalf of the Bingley 
tariff, and against tariff reform gen- 
erally, is the necessity of caring for 
our infant industries. Many of these 
industries, after a hundred years of 
lusty growth, are looming up as indus- 
trial giants. In their case, at least, the 
Dingley tariff invites combination and 
monopoly, and gives justification to 
the expression that “the tariff is the 
mother of trusts.” For the above-men- 
tioned reasons, among many others, 
the people demand reform of these 
abuses, and such reform demands and 
should receive immediate atteation. 

The two leading parties have always 
differed as to the principle of customs 
taxation. Our party has always ad- 
vanced the theory that the object is 
‘he raising of revenue for the support 
of the government, whatever other re- 
sults may incidentally flow therefrom. 
The Republican party, on the other 
tand, contends that customs duties 
should be levied primarily for protec- 
tion, so-cailed, with revenues as the 
subordinate purpose, thus using the 
power of taxation to build up the busi- 
ness end property of the few at the 
‘xpense of the many. 

This difference ‘of principle still sub- 
sists, but our party appreciates that 
the long-continued policy of the coun- 
try, as manifested ip its statutes, 
makes it necessary that tariff reform 
should be prudently and sagaciously 
undertaken, on scientific principles, to 
the end that there should not be an 
immediate revolution in existing con- 
ditions. 

In the words of our platform, we de- 
mand “a revision and a gradual re- 
duction of the tariff by the friends of 
the masses, and for the common 
weal, and not by the friends of tits 
abuses, its extortions and discrimina- 
tions.” 

in my response to your committee, 
| pointed out the method under which 
@ gradual reduction of customs duties 
may be accomplished without disturb- 
ing business cofditions. I desire again 
to express the opinion thet this method 
should be followed. 

It is true that the Republicans, who 
do not admit Ip their platform that 
the Dingley tariff needs the slightest 
alteration, are likely to retain a ma- 
jority of the Federal Senate through- 
out the next Presidential term, and 
could, therefore, if they choose, block 
every attempt at legislative relief. But 
it should be remembered that the Re- 
publican party includes many revision- 
ists, and I believe it will shrink from 
defying the popular will expressed un- 
mistakably and peremptorily at the 
ballot box. 

The people demand reform of exist- 
ing conditions. Since the last Demo- 
cratic administration, the cost of living 
has grievously increased. Those hav- 
ing fixed incomes have suffered keenly; 
those living, on wages, if there has 
been any increase, know that such in- 
crease bas not kept pace with the ad- 
vance in the cost of living, including 
rent and the necessaries of life. Many 
today are out of work, unable to se- 
cure any wages at all. To alleviate 
these conditions,’in so far as in our 
power, should be our paramount en- 


deavor 
RECIPROCITY. 

In my address to the Notification 
Committee, | eaid that tariff reform is 
“demanded by the best interests of 
both manufacturer and consumer.” 
With equal truth it can be said that the 
benefits of reciprocal trade treaties 
would insure both. That the con- 
sumer would be helped is unquestiona- 
ble. That the manufacturer would re- 
ceive great benefit by extending his 
markets abroad’? aardly needs demon- 
stration. His productive capacity hes

FRAUD ENTERPRISES. 


Vice-Consul-General Conley Confers 

With the State-Bepartment Con- 

cerning Mexico. .

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Edward 
Martin Conley, Deputy and Vice-Con- 
sui-Ceneral af the City of Mexico, who

Emperor 
Nicholas has sent the following 
autograph letter to Gen. Grip- 
penberg: 

“The intense . «nergy with 
which Japan I= conducting the 
ward and the stubbornness 
and high warlike qualities dis- 
played by the Japanere impel 
me to considerably strengthen 
the forces at the front, in ‘or- 
der to attain decisive success in 
the shortest possible time. Since 
by this increate the units will 
reach a figure making their con- 
tinuance in one army impossible 
without prejudice to the proper . 
direction, maneuvering and mo- 
bility of the trvops, I have 
found it necessary to divide the 
active forces in Manchuria into 
two armies, leaving one in the 
hands of Gen. Kovuropatkin. 

“I appoint you to command 
the second. oYur many years’ 
service in warlike exploits and 
your experience in training 
troops assure me that you, fol- 
lowing the general directions of 
the commander-in-chief, will be 
successfyl, and lead to the at- 
tainment of the objects of the 
war and army entrusted to you.

PETERSBURG, Sept. 25.—The 
Emperor has appointed Gen. Grippen- 
berg, commanding the troops at V4- 
lina, to command the Second Man- 
churian Artillery. Grippenberg is 66 
years old. He eerved in the Crimean 
war, and distinguished himsslf in the 
Polish-insurreetion of 1863 and the 
Turkestan campaign of 1867-48, and 
for his part im the latter received the 
St. George cross and a sword of honor. 
He commanded the Moscow Guards 
Regiment in the Turko-Russien war, 
and in that conflict was stibedeties, 
the rank of general. 

REORGANIZING THE ARMY.

of the Manchurian army, regarding 
which there bave been rumors ever 
since the battle of Liao Yang, was.of- 
ficially announced today in ap imperial 
rescri: appointing Gen. Grippenbers, 
commander of the Third Army Corps, 
in the province of Vilna, as commander 
of the Second Army Corps, now being 
mobilized for immediate dispatch te 
the Far Bast, leaving Gen. Kouropatkta 
in command of the First Army. 

The Emperor is personally convinced 
that the political as well as the mili-+ 
teary prestige of the empire is at stake, 
and that every other consideration 


must give way before the exigencies of . 


war. The resources of the empire in 
men and ‘money must be drained, if 
necessary, in order te turn this scale 
and vindicate the power of Russia. The 
reorganization amounts to formal ne- 
t' - to the world, as the Emperor 
frankly explains in his rescript that 
be intends to vastly lncrease the num- 
ber of troops at the theater of the war 
in order to force the struggle to a suc- 
ceasful issue in the shortest possible 
fime. It is intended to silence definitely 
all talk of foreign intervention by the 
announcement that Russia means to 
fight out the issue with Japan on the 
field of battle. 


Probably 300,000 additional men will - 


be placed in the field. Five corps— 
the Third, Fourth, Fifth, Eighth and 
Sixteenth—are already destined for 
the front, and the talk is that five 
more corps will be sent forward.

The statute relating to the civil serv- 
ice is the outcome of the efforts of 
thoughtful, unselfish and public-spirited 
ciiizens. Operation under it has fre- 
quently been of such a character as 
to Offend against the spirit of the 
Statute, but the results achieved, un- 
der a parual enforcement of the law. 
have been such as to both deserve and 
command the utterance of the Demo- 
cratic party that stands committed ta 
the principle of civil service reform and 


Gemands its just and impartial en- 
forcement. 
RECLAMATION OF ARID LANDS. 


A vast expanse of country in the 
West, portions of which are to be 
found in each of the sixteen States and 
Territories mentioned in the jaw, is di- 
rectly affected by the national statute 
——the outcome of intelligent and per- 
sistent efforts of leading citizens, pro- 
Viding for the reclamation of the arid 
lands for the benefit of homeseekers. 
During the years of the develpment 
of the measure which finally received 
the vote of every member of the upper 
house of Congress, it encountered op- 
position d to a large extent upon 
the view that the aim of its promoters 
was to secure the benefits of irrigation 
to private owners at government ex- 
pense. The aim of the statute is, how- 
ever, to enable this vast territory to 
reciaim its arid lands without calling 
upon the taxpayers of the country at 
large to pay for it. Whether the pur- 
poses of the bill will be fully accom- 
plished must depend in large measure 
upon the ability, sobriety of judgment, 
independence and honesiy of the officers 
of the Interior Department having this 
great work in charge. In 1902 the muin 
canals and ditches in the region af- 
fected aggregated more than - 59,000 
miles, and the work of reclamation is 
Dut im its infancy. The fotal cost of 
construction of the necessary headJ- 
gates, dams, main canals, ditches. 
reservoirs and pumping stations was at 
that time a little over $93,000,000, which 
of itself suggests the hundreds of mil- 
lions that may eventually be invested 
in the territory covered by the statute. 
The magnitude of the conception and 
the enormous é¢xpenre its carrying vut 
involves make wus realize the over- 
whelming importance of a broad, 
capable and honest administration of 
the work authorized by the statute, if 
effect is to be given to that part of the 
plan that relieves the country at large 
from ultimate Nability. 

PANAMA CANAL. 

An isthmian canal has long been the 
hope of our statesmen, and the avowed 
aim of the two great parties, as their 
platforms in the past show. The Pan- 
ama route having been selected, the 
byllding of the canal should be pressed 
to completion with all reasonable ex- 
pedition. 

The methods by which the Executive 
acquired the Panama Canal route and 
rights are a source of regret to many. 
To them, the statement that thereby a 
great public work was assured to the 
p-ofit of our people is not a sufficient 
answer to the charge of violation of 
national good faith. They appreciate 
that the princi. es and healthy convic- 
tions which in their working out have 
made us free and great, stand firmly 
against the argument or suggestion 
that we shall be blind to the nature 
of the means employed to promote our 
welfare. They hold that Tamedense to 
precedence, whether it works for ~ood 
or ill, will have a more beneficent ef- 
fect on our future destiny than al! our 
material upbuilding, and that we 
should ever remember that the idea 
of doing a Wrong to a smaller, weaker 
nation than we, that even all man- 
kind may have a resultant good, is re- 
pugnant to th? principles uron 
Our governm nt was founded. 


BUT GO AHEAD. 


Under the laws of the United States. 
the authority is imposed upon the Ex- 
ecutive to proceed with due diligence 
to the construction of the canal. That 
duty should !e promptly performed. 

AMERICAN SHIPPING. 

Our commerce in American bottoms 
amounts to but 9 per cent. of our total 
exports and imports. For forty years 
Prior to 1861, when the Republican 
party came into power,\our merchant 
marine carried an averd@ge of 8 per 
cent. of our foreign commerce. By 1877 
it had dwindled to 27 per-cent. Now 
we carry but a small fraction of our 
exports and jmporits. American ship- 

ing in the foreign trade was greater 

y 100,000 tons fn 1£10—nearly a han- 
dred years ago—than it was jast vear. 
In the face of the continuous declines 
in the record of American’ shipping 
during the last forty-three years, the 
promises of the Republican party to 
restore it are without encouragement.

tional destiny for themselves, free 
from the coercion of any European 
state. 
GOVERNMENTAL EXPENDITURES 

Twenty-eight years have passed since 
the Democratic party of the State of 
New York, in convention assembled, 
recommended to the national Democ- 
racy the nomination of Samuel J. 
Tilden as its candidate for the Presi- 
dency, and declared it to be “thetr set. 
tled conviction that a return to the

Richards and the officers of the home, 
Col. H. H. Markham and Maj. W. H. 
Ponsal! of the Board of Governors, ex- 
Gev. John L. Beveridge and Gen. H. 
Otis. 

The invalid corps, several hundred 
strong, was first Inspected. The line 
wes formed in front of the headquar- 
ters buliding, and the inepector-general 
and party passed in front of it, Col. 
Richards carefuly inspecting the uni- 
form and bearing of each man as he 
passed. Occasionally he would stop 
and call the attention of a careless vet. 
@tan to some mark of untidiness about 
his uniform, gently chiding the offend- 
ing member. One old soldier, whose 
uniform did not fit his portly frame 
very well, made up in part for his lack 
of jauntiness by wearing a rose in the 
buttonhole of his lapel. The inspector- 
general took him good-naturedly to 
tesk for this, reminding him that it 
was contrary to regulations to wear 
Luttonhole bouquets on dress parade, 
but the old “vet" did not discard his 
rose, 

All the members of the Invalid corps 
fupported themselves with canes, and 
some carriea two sticks. In apite of 
their infirmities they made a a very 
creditable appearance. 

The more able-bodied veterans were 
Inspected next. They were drawn up 
in double rank, company formations, 
in the avenue running east and west in 
front of the dining hall. At the west end 
of the long, blue line, which was the 
length-of several ordinary city blocks, 
the home band was stationed and 
flayed while the inspection officers 
passed up and down the line. The men 
and officers looked very soldierly in 
their spick-and-span uniforms, and 
the inmspector-general had very little 
fault to find with any of them.

URUGUAY AND MUNOZ. 


Government Comes to an Understand- 
ing With Revolutionists and Peace 
Agreed Upon. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
BUENOS AYRES, Sept. 25.—jBy 
South American Cable.] Confirmation 
“ been received here of the report 

f'the conclusion of peace between the 
U ruguayan government and the revo- 
lutionists under Gen. Munoz. 

In explanation of the government 
forces surprising the insurgent camp, 
it appears that notification of the re- 


cent rupture of peace negotiations was 


communicated to Fernandez, a revo- 
lutionary political leader, but not to 
those under arms: and up to the mo- 
ment of the unexpected attack by the 
government forces, the commanders of 
the rebels had not been informed that 
a rupture of negotiations had taken 
place. The fact becoming known that 
the revolutionists were not actively 
hostile led to the resumption of con- 


ferences, with the result that terms of 


peace were agreed upon. 
There is general rejoicing here and 


in Uuruguay ovér the outcome. It is 


expected that claims will be presented 
by diplomatic representatives of for- 
eign governments for damages and 


losses to foreign residents to the 
amount of several million dollars, and 
the financial outlook is consequently 


gloomy.

; Great Britain is devoting consid- 
erable attention to the study of Amer- 
ican exports figures—and finds them 
both interesting and alarming. 

“We sometimes wonder,” says the 
London Commercial Intelligence, 
“whether the full significance of what 
; is taking place in the United States is 
{ appreciated by our countrymen.” 

It may reasonably be questioned that 
the majority of the people of America 
—outside of those directly interested— 
Tealize the remarkable growth In our 
exports and the very significant change 
in the ratio of exports of manufactures 
to exports of foodstuffs. That this im- 
portant subject may be intelligently 
considered, end to bring out in bold 
relief the developmeut which is caus- 
ing no little alarm across seas, a 
brief summary: of “what is taking 
place in the United States” follows: 

During July, 1904, the exporte of 
manufactures from America comprised 
48.27 per cent. of the month's total 
exports. The value of the exports of 
manufactures wee approximately $40,- 
000,009; the value of exports of agri- 
cultural products: was about §31.900,000. 
This shows that the change which has 
taken place—America’s exports of man- 
ufactupes are exceeding her exports of 
agricultural products. Nor is the July 
record an exception—in May the man- 
ufactures exports were fully $1,000,900 
In excess of the exports of agricultural! 
products, and in June the former ex- 
ceeded the latter by more than §$5,- 
000,000, 

The points of special interest are (1) 
the proportion which manufactures 
form. of the total exports is steadily 
increasing; an@ (2) the proportion 
which agricultural products form is 
steadily decreasing. In support of 

these deductions we submit a few fig- 
ures. Exports of manufacturcs—ino 
4530, value $102,500,000,; per cent. of 
total exports, 12.4; in 1890, value $159,- 
00u,0C0, per cent. 17.8; in 1904, value 
$452,500,000, per cent. 31.5. Exports of 
agricultural products in 1880 amounted 
to 83 per cent. of the total exports; in 
1290 it, dropped to 74 per cenht., and inp 
1904 to.less than 60 per cent. 
this is the combined warning 
and admonition sounded by the Lon-

land's newspapers chronicle the fact in 
pita on the first page, in agate on the 
society page, or neglect entirely to 
menticn it.

The work 
would Qe well dope. and inoffensi¥ely 
done: and the-city would be relieved 
of the seaponsib!lity of one department, 
which bftegs a comparatively insignifi- 
cant remuneration.

wholly apart from the foregoing but 
quite as deserving of attention. The 
dog has indisputable rights. Man, the 
noblest creation of God, bes a direct 
responsibility in protecting those 
righis, and in giving to all animals the 
Kindly guardianship which they de- 
serve and which the Creator mani- 
festly intended should be given to 
them by mankind. And the rights of 
the homeless, friendless dog should be 
protected with special zeal. 

The dog has been called man's best 
friend—and his loyal friendship has 
been proved, through many eges, by 
repeated and lunumerable life-saving 
and property-protecting acts. 

There is absolutely no warrant for 
harshness and brutality in the capture 
and subsequent treatment of tagless 
dogs. As the wor!d progresses dis- 
plays of barbarism are being elimi- 
naied. It a well-established fact tha’ 
association with violence and brutality 
tends to bring out the worst instincts 
in human nature; and certainly the 
dog-catching spectaciec and a view of 
the dog pound will not tend to inspire 
in children, or men and women for 
that matter. any lofty instincts. 

It might be well to give the Humane 
Society an opportunity to demonstrate 
what it can do towards alleviating the 
suffering from tramp dogs. In many 
citles of this country this work Is given 
over to the Humane Soriety, and with 
éxcelient results. If the society -ean 
prove its ability and adequately do 
this work, to capture tagless dogs 
mercifully, to treat them kindly until 
they aré claimed by their owners, or if 
unclaimed, to put them to death in a 


painless and merciful manner, then a 
great good will have been accom- 
piished. And man’s responsibility to 
the lower animals requires that some 
measures be taken to improve the prac- 
tices which appear to obtain very gen- 
erally in the catching and impounding 
of unlicensed dogs. 


NOTHER RAILROAD HORROR, 
The horribie accident on the South- 

em Railway in Tennessee is another of 
the unexplained and unexplainable ca- 
tastrophies which are so often attendant 
upon travet by rail. Two passenger 
trains, loaded with men, women and 
children, and traveling at about thirty- 
six miles an hour, came together head- 
on, sending more than half a hundred 
human beings into eternity and mang!l- 
ing and maiming twice as many 
others. Roth engineers were killed, &O 
it will never be known why the ac- 
cident occurred. The instructions tell- 
ing the engineer of the westhound 
train to stop at a certain station and 
allow the eastbound train to pags, 
were hung in a frame in front of 
him, and the collision occurred in 
broad daylight. The only explanation 
thus far offered is that he fell asleep 
at-his post and thundered past the 
meeting station, crashing into the 
eastbound train @ few miles beyond. 
The dispatches tell us that the trains 
were surreunded “with every safe- 
Suard known to a modern railroad.” 
Apparentiy ali the mechanical pro- 
tective devices were in good working 
order—but the human machine at the 
throttle was “run down.” And that uc- 
counts for the disasier. In the in- 
vestigation which must surely follow, 
it remains to be seen whether the dead 
engineer who, it is supposed, fej] 


asleep 
at his post, should be held responsible; 
or whether the railway corporation 


knowingly permitted an exhausted man 
to take charge of that ill-fated train, 
But no “explanation” can bring the 
dead to life or heal the wounds of the 
injured. The most we can hope for 
is that the real cause of the tragedy 
will be found, and that the horror of 
i¢ all will haye some effect in pre- 
venting 4 recurrence of the same cause 
on that particular railroad and on a‘l 
railroads. 


Again unionists have been taught 
that they cannot with impunity dis- 
regard the law of the land and the 
mandates of the courts. Thirty-five 
strikers at Omaha have been fined, and 
are imprisoned pending payment of 
their fines, for disobeying a court {n- 
junction restraining them from inter- 
ferjng with non-union waerkmen who 
fought employment during the recent 
butcher's strike. It is becoming more 
and More obvious every day that if un- 
ionists wi.l persist in disobeying the 
law, the courts will persist in punish- 
ing them therefor. All of which goes 
to show that organized labor must dis- 
continue its lawlessness, if not volun- 
tarily, then~perforce. No union and 
no body of unlonists is greater than 
the law of the land and the courts 
which administer that law.

fairyland had erialized in the dawn 
of this twentieth century, and that the 
dim old past had forever vanished with 
t kness and 
gp magician of the twentieth 


century—ea wisa 
transform the ie of today until it 
has scarcely anything in common with 
the life lived vanished centuries. 
With the swiftn of lightning it car- 
ries ovr speech atound the world, bears 
us through lon, distances, and mocks 
the sun with the brililancy of its light, 
and the illustrations of its transeform- 
irg power, as given at the fair are 
Leyoud the power of words to describe. 
One word about the World's Fair 
unds before I touch upon the exhib- 
its. Forest Park. where the great fair 
ia held, is wonderfully beautiful, not 
only on account of the undulating char- 
acter of its ground, but_on account of 
its abundant tree growth. Great forest 
monarchs rise everywhere, Beautiful 
orest delis abound. Grassy knotls are 
autiful with elms and maples, and 
everywhere you can steal from the sun- 
shine into the cool shadows.

Don’t let us be outdope by a 
land where winter reigns almost half 
of the year, but let eur Southland be 
made glorious with forestry growths, 
and the beauty of unnumbered trees. 
The story told by the woods of the 
Philippine exhibit is like a great, grand 
epic. No more beautiful wood can be 
found in the world than of the mag- 
nificent narra tree, Immense slabs are 
on exhibition, and in fineness of grain 
and richesss of color it equals, if it 
does not excel, the choicest mahogany 
I learn here that there are no leas than 
fifty million acres in the Philippines 
covered with dense forests, and in the 
exhibit shown at the fair there are at 
least fifteen hundred species of trees 
represented. Tremendous slabs of the 
superb narra may ‘ve seen along the 
aisles of the Forestry Buliding.

In a recent speech at Portland, Me., 
Moody said: 

“At a meeting with the Democratic 
editors at Esopus last Thursday, the 
Democratic candidate for the Presi- 
dency said that in the fiscal year just 
closed there was a deficit of $42,000,- 
000. To say this without more was not 
worthy of his high Character and in- 
telligence. There were, it is true, $42,- 
000,000 more expended than were re- 
ceived in the last fiscal year, but the 
actual annual expenditures of the gov- 
ernment in that year, as compared 
with the actual revenue, showed a 
surplus of more than $13,000,000, 
this apparent deficit was made up by 
a loan of $4,600,000 to the St. Louis 
exposition, which will be repaid, and 
the payment of $50,000,000 toward the 
construction of the Panama _ canal. 
Was it candid to make the statement, 
which was made without the explana- 
tion which properly accompanies it? 
“In President Clevéland’s last admin- 
istration $13,000,000 was turned into 
the sinking fund, to be applied to the 
Payment of the national debt. During 
the four years of this administration 
$212,000,000 has been applied to the same 
Purpose. During this administration 
we have paid every dollar of the an- 
nual expenditures of the government, 
after lifting from the shoulders of the 
people the burden of over $100.000,000 
of taxation by the repeal of the war 
revenue acts, and then have had a 
sufficient surplus to warrant us in pay- 
ing $50,000,000 toward the construction 
of the Panama canal, instead of issu- 
ing bonds which would be a burden 
upon posterity. In the I&st Cleveland 
administration we were obliged to bor- 
row in a time of profound peace, $262,- 
000,000, not for any permanent - addi- 
tion to the nation’s property, but to 
meet the deily expenses of the govern- 
ment and to maintain the integrity of 
our money. I hope every voter in the 
land will make this comparison, and 
after making the comparison, act upon 
his own judgment.”" 


Roosevelt and the Canal. 


Theodore Roosevelt succeeded to the 
Presidency three years ago. In that brief 
time the construction of an isthmian 
canal, to be controlled by Americans, 
which the people of this country had 
been dreaming and talking about for 
half a century, has become a certainty. 
Whenever the history of the present 
administration is written the Panama 
canal will be recorded as its best title 
to fame. 

One of Mr. Roosevelt's 
President was to lay before the Sen- 
ate the Hay-Pauncefote treaty which 
abrogated the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 
and declared that the United States 
might build a ship canal and have 
the exclusive right to regulate and 
manage it. In his first message ic 
Congress, the President, while mention- 
ing no specific -eanal route, said that 
no Single great material work which 


remained to be accomplished on this. 


continent was of such consequence to 
the American people as the building 
of an isthmian cayal. 

Congress acted with reasonable 
promptness.. American sentiment had 
been strongly for the Nicaragua route. 
but after thorough discussion the view 
of the canal commission that the Pan- 
ama route would be the preferable one 
if the French company would sell its 
rights for $40,000,000, was concurred in. 
In June, 1902, the Spooner law was 
passed, authorizing the President ‘to 
acquire the canal company’s rights for 
that sum. He was authorized also to 
negotiate a canal treaty with Colom- 
bia. If unable to accomplish these ob- 
jects within a reasonable time he was 
to turn to the Nicaragua route. 

A treaty with Colombia, whose terms 
were liberal to that country, was 
signed in January of last year and 
was ratified by the American Senate 
in March. Then came that long an] 
weary waiting on the Colombian Sen- 
ate, which ended in August by the re- 
jection of the treaty. The Colombian 
government wished to wring more 
money out of the United States, be- 
lieving that it could force this coun- 
try to any terms: The United States 
refused to be held up by the Colom- 
bian brigands. 

The President could have dropped 
Panama and taken up Nicaragua. He 
was roundly abused in some quarters 
beéause he did not do so, but he know 
the Panama was the better route—that 
it would cost less and could be built 
in less time. So he waited his time. 

In November Panama _ revolted—tit 
wes a justifiable revolution—and We- 
clared her independence. The Pres:- 
dent recognized the new republic and 


- negotiated a cana! treaty with it that 


There have been Presi- 
dents* who would not have done that. 
They would have let the canal go. 
They.would have said that it was bet- 
ter to wait until Colombia had put 
down the insurrection, if she could, 
and then negotiate another treaty 
with her if she would assent to rea- 
sonabje terms. 

President Roosevelt knew the people 
wanted a canal. He did not sit with 
folded hands, but utilized at once the 
legitimate opportunity which the re- 
claiming of her independence by Pan- 
ama gave him. It was no longer neces- 
sary to wait on the Colombian “graft- 


ers. 

Thanks to the President's prompt- 
ness and determination, the United 
States has the canal zone. It has ac- 
quired the rights of the French com- 
pany. Its officers are making plans to 
begin work on the canal. 

It was fortunate for the country that 
President Roosevelt was a “canai 
man’’—that he appreciated the tmpor- 
tance of that work to the commercial, 
industrial and military interests of the 
United States. He looked far. 

The persistent, energetic, driving 
man who sits in the Presidential chair 
has worked for the canal for three 
years. and in spite of diplomatic de- 
lays and Colombian attempts has ac- 
complished what he set out to do. 

There are those who eneer at his 
fondness for “doing things,’ but on 
the whole it seems to pay to have a

Judge Parker's campaign manacers 
have discovered by an examination of 
the books of the treasury that under 
the Wilson tariff, an enduring monu- 
ment to Democratic incapacity, which 
became operative under the second 
Clevelafid administration. the rev enue, 
exclusive of postal and proceeds of 
bond sales, dropped in the first year 
from $376,000,000, in round numbers. to 
$323,000,000.

That old opium pipe had been 
cause of a $1500 fire in Chinatown, and 
had almost cost the old Mongolian his 
life, but some sentiment, a mystery to 
those who know him best, makes the 
yellow stem dear (to his heart, and tor- 
tured with the ugly burns he had fought 
his way back to the ruins to recover 
it. Wong Wing Gip is 70 years old. It 
is said the pipe was given to him when 
was born. 

In Chinatown this old man is blamed 
for a blaze that broke out at 3:30 
o'clock yesterday morning and ~ con- 
sumed three frame shacks and a stabie 
at Juan and Apablasa street. He was 
the proprietor of the laundry which 
was destroyed, and it is said he went 
to his bunk late, lit his opium pipe, fell 
asieep in a stupor, and the fire caught 
his blankets. He was dragged out Ail- 
most suffocated and severely biistered 
on the face, neck and hands. Late last 
night it was reported that his injuries 
may result fatally. 

Consternation reigned in that section 
of Chinatown for an hour. The fire 
spread like flames in a brush heap and 
by the time the department arrived the 
whole corner was in flames. Scantily- 
clothed Chinamen, women and children 
were running frantically in all direc- 
tions, and Mongolians poured out of 
the burning buildings like ants out of 
a shattered ant hill. In a few mo- 
ments the whole populace of the dis- 
trict was awake and hurrying to the 
scene. 

As it was necessary for the fire com- 
panies to lay long lines of hose al! the 
way from Alameda street and the 
Plaza corner, it was some time before 
streams were shot into the Dbiazing 
mass, and it took over half an hour to 
bring the fire under control. The 
buildings consumed were occupied by 
a laundry, a tailor shop operated by 
Quon Woh, a small merchandise 
store, conducted by a Chinese woman, 
and a stable used for the horses and 
wagons of the Dock Hop Company. 
There were fifty dwellers in the build- 
ings but all of them. except Wong 
Wing Gip, escaped without injury. The 
six horses and four wagons were i..ken 
out of the stable and many personal 
effects of the inhabitants were saved. 
The tailor lost sewing machines, and 
Dock Hop says that his harness and 
stable goods will amount to a loss of 
$500, with $200 insurance, The build- 
ings were owned by the I. W. Sepul- 
veda estate. Engine companies Nusa. 
3, 4, 5, 16, 2 and 9 and hose company 
No. 5 responded there being a second 
alarm. For a time it was thought that 
holt of Chinatown would be destroyed, 
and the hose men did splendid work in 


confining the fire to so small an area. 


SANTA FE HOSPITAL 
GOING UP AT ONCE. 


ORK Is to be begun at once on 

the $100,000 Santa Fe hospital on 

Boyle Heights. At @ meeting of 
the board of directors of the Santa Fe 
Coast Line Hospital Association the 
contract was :t to F. O, Bngstrum, 
and the structure is to be completed in 
six months. 

If all the unique features of the 
specifications are carried ott it will, be 
possible for a patient to be wheeled 
into the pospital in an automatic 
wheel-chair; taken to the third floor 
in an automatic elevator, operated by 


in an automatically heated room and in 
case of fire, brought safely to the 
ground in an automatic fire escape. 
Bo complete and ideal are the automatic 
features of the new hospita: that is will 
not be strange if all) who enter therin 
tor treatment are healéd automatically. 

To have the most sanitary and best 
equipped hospital on the Pacific Coast 
is the aim of the association and to 
be cared for under the roof will 
certainly be some compensation for the 
railroad employé who is unfortunate 
enough to need medical attention. The 
capacity of the building will be iv 
patients. 

Situated on four acres of high ground 
which slopes down to the beautifui 
Hollenbeck Park, and surrounded by 
ornamental trees and shrubbery and ex- 
tensive flower gardens, the midsion- 
sty:e building will make @ most pleas- 
ing picture and be a fine architectural 
addition to that part of the city. Like 
a large double cross, the structure will 
have a long extension in the rear of 
the main body of the building, with two 
wings on either side. The sections 
vary, being two and three stories in 
height, which rather add to the beauty 
of the lines. Broad verandas, glass- 
inclosed corridors, and courts plotted 
with fiowers will enhancé the at- 
tractiveness. 

The floors will be of cement or hard 
wood throughout and will connect with 
all corridors on the level to facilitate

The decorations will be simple 
and much of the finish wil! be of white 
enamei. The system of ventilation and 
heating is modern and vides for 
screened or water-filte air in al) 
rooms at any temperdture desired, so 
that adjoining rooms may vary ten 
degrees if necessary. There are to be 
no angles, either in the hallways or the 
rooms, as the corners and intersections 
of the walls and the ceilings will be 
coved. The operating room will be 
built of tile and it will be possible to 
turn a hot-water hose tnto it for clean- 
ing purposes. 

Whie the building is to be. practi- 
eally fireproof there are to be four 
Kirker-Bender fire escapes, a tubular 
contrivance whereby the escape lowers 
by the weight of the body which steps 
onto it, the speed being automatically 
retarded.

ODD SEA “SKIMMER 
BOAT’ DOESN'T SKIM. 


BEL ARMSTRONG, with his 
A “skimmer steamboat” has falled to 

revolutionize ocean travel, and the 
funny flat-bottomed craft which con- 
tained the hopes of the inventor, who 
had labored so faithfully to make it a 
success, has found safe harbor on quiet 
San Pedro Bay. 

Never before have the waters of Wil- 
mington borne a stranger craft than the 
patent skimmer craft launched Satur- 
day afternoon. 

Not a ripple disturbed the bay, and 
the day was ideal for a successful trial 
when the Nat-bottomed, box-shaped 
boat splashed clumsily into the water. 

It was almost a pathetic little group 
that viewed the lop-sided machine, of 
which so much was expected. Men whu 
had stinted themselves to provide 
money for the venture watched cagerl) 
every motion of the ungainly vessel. 
When interest was at a tension a very 
small boy in a piping voice said: “Suy, 
mister, do you think she'll go? The 
face of the inventor looked anxious. He 
gave the word and the chug-chug of the 
engine sounded over the water, With a 
jerk that threw him off his feet, the 
boat started, and then as quickly 
stopped. It was stuck fast in the mud. 
There was keen disappointment on 
the face of the man who had expected 
hie boat to glide easily over such «a 
small obstacle as a mud flat. The skim- 
mer was towed off and preparation was 
made for another start. 

“Try her agein, captain,” raid a 
weather-beaten old salt. The word was 
given for full speed ahead. This time 
the invention demonstrated its power to 


move, and the inventor a smile 
that spoke of triumphs yet un- 
dreamed of. 


While the flapping paddies remained 
in the water the craft worked fairly 
well. Dut there was a time when the 
bucket paddied only the air, as one side 
dipped deeper into*the water. This 
caused the boat to «wing In a circle, and 
the clumsy roiler at the bow was only 
in the way. P 
Then the chain snap with the 
strain. and & weary hour Was consumed 
repairing the damage. 

en the trial was resumed another 
difficulty presented itself. The big roller 
at the bow, whose sole duty was to beat 
down the waves, failed to perform its

work, but instead tossed the water in 


playful splashes into the boat, over the 
engine, and sometimes with reckless 
daring right into the face of the builder. 

The trial was called off and the roller 
that had failed to roll was summarily 
condemned. 

Just as the trial was concluded a 
Graceful automobile boat without a 
roller or bucket paddies glided by. The 
owner was pressed into service to tow 
Skimmer No. 1 to San Pedro for repairs. 

The roller at the bow will be removed, 
and the waves of old ocean, instead of 
being beaten down by the revolving 
drum, will roll ceasely on as before. 

When seen after the trial Armstrong 
said he was not disappointed, but was 
strong In the belief that eventually he 


will perfect a boat that will do all he 
has claimed for the patent skimmer. 

For the time being the “skimmér 
Steamboat’ will remain at San Pedro, 
and after some alterations inthe 
mechanism another trial wtll be made. 

Saturday's demonstration, it was said 
by veteran mariners, proved the unsea- 
worthiness of the craft. Whether ft 
will prove a boon to river and canal 
travel, as still claimed by its owners, 
remains to be seen.

SOURT ORDERS MOVING OF THE 
PEATLANDS HIGH SCHOOL. 


Only Two Scholars Have Attended 
the Sessions at Los Alamitos—in- 
teresting Session of Farmers’ Club.

SANTA ANA, Sept. 25.—There is gen- 
eral rejoicing among peatlanders over 
the decision rendered by Judge West 
jast evening, after a lengthy court ses- 
sion, granting the injunction as prayed 
for, restraining the trustees of the Los 
Bolsas Union High Schoo! district from 
continuing school sessions at Los Ala- 
mitos and directing them to find other 
and more suitable quarters. The de- 
cision holds that although suitable 
apartments are offered in the Los Ala- 
mitos school, the location is such from 
its position in the extreme western 
edge of the district, that cni!dren from 
the greater part of the district can- 
not attend, this fact being proven by 
the statement of Fdward S#lomon, 
principal of the institutibn, who tes- 
tifed that for the first week the at- 
tendance was one pupil and for the sec- 
ond week two, as compared with an 
average daily attendance of thirty for 
last year when sessions were held at 
Bolsa. 

Judge West in his decision refuses 
to make any choice for the location 
of the school, holding that this is en- 
tirely without his jurisdiction and can 
be settled only by the trustees. It is 
expected, however, that the board will 
now decide to revert to the Bolsa 
schoolhouse. 

As a result of the contest over lo- 
cation, the corps ofteachers chosen 
to serve on the Los Bolsas faculty this 
year have as yet had no employment, 
with the exception of Principal Solo- 
mon, who has been adequate for the 
two pupils who have made up the 
school thus far.

CAST UP BY SEA. 


REMAINS OF UNIDENTIFIED MAN 
FOUND AT LONG WHARF. 


May be the Corpse of Missing Pas- 
adena Man, but That Will be Diffi- 
cult to Determine—Nothing in the 
Pockets to Give Clue to Name of 
Deceased. 


SANTA MONICA, Sem. 2%.-—Lying 
among the rocks on the beach about a 
milé above the wharf of the Southern 
Pacific at Port Los Angeles the badly- 
decomposed body of an unknown man 
was found about noon today by chance 
passers-by. The remains, which had 
probably been in the water for ten 
days, were brought to the morgue by 
Undertaken A. M. Guidinger. The man 
wore blue jeans overalls, a dark brown 
coat, heavy lace shoes and a bile and 
white striped shirt. There was no vest. 
The clothes were those of a working- 
man. There was not a thing in any 
of the pockets that might lead to iden- 
tification. Owing to disfigurement of 
the fate and body it is not possible 
to judge aa to either the age or nation- 
ality of the dead. Coroner Trout will 
offictaily inquire into the matter tomor- 
row morning. 

It is possible that the body may be 
that of Lee A. McNeil of Adelia ave- 
nue, Pasadena, as he left his home 
about three wecks ago and lefc a let- 
ter stating that he had gone to Santa 
Nonica with the intention of commit- 
ting suicide. McNeill was a laborer em- 
ployed with the Edison E.ectric Com- 
pany, and left a wife and three smal! 
children. MeNell kft considerable 
fraternal insursnce tor the benefit of 
his family which cannot be collected 
unless death is positively established. 

The condition of the body found to- 
day is such that it will be difficult 
to identify it as that of McNetl:, even 
if it should prove to be his remains. 
McNeil's threat of suicide was not be- 
lieved at the time he left home. He 
had not been supporting his wife for 
a long time previous to the time he 
left Pasadena and even those whe 
worked with him deo not believe that 
he ended his own life.- Some of Me-

pledging the support of the German 
Socialists to Russian workingmen, 
particularly by s@nding them printed 
matter, and demanding the passage of 
laws defining the rights of foreigners 

in Germany. 

Herr Liebknecht, principal counsel 
for the men tried at Koeningsburg, de- 
clared that the government and the 
courts admitted that foreigners did not 
enjoy any legal protection in Germany, 
but were liable to dormicilary visita- 
tions, arbitrary arrest and indefinite 
confinement.
